4. Claim 1 is allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a method for controlling calibration timing for a metrology tool 
comprising the step of determining when a first parameter measurement drift with respect to the 
calibrated first parameter measurement exceeds a pre-determined value, in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of claim 1 .
